‘CONGRESS GETS 
F.D.R. MESSAGE 
ON U.S. CHANGES 


WASHINGTON (lP)}—President Roo- 
sevelt asked Congress today for al- 
most unlimited power to give the ex- 
ecutive branch of the federal govern- 


'ment the most complete reorganization | 
since its founding—the right to weld 


100 different agencies into 12 major 
departments under direct control of 
the White House. 

The plan was presented in a special 
message It contained five chief points, 
all providing greater presidential ex- 
ecutive management than ever before 
in American history. They were: 

1 Creation of a new department of

WASHINGTON (tP) — President 
Roosevelt asked Congress today for 


| $790,000,000 for relief and related pro- 


jects in the next five months and 
warned business again that relief costs 
can be reduced only by private re-em- 
ployment. 

The President’s request for a defic- 
iency appropriation to provide funds 
for the remainder of the fiscal year 
from February 1 to June 30 was aad- 
dressed to the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives. 


The problem of relief has diminish- 
ed, the Presiden said. He estimated 
that at the beginning of this winter 
6,000,000 more workers were employed 
in non-agricultural jobs than in 
March 1933. He said more than 1,- 
000,000 of these re-employed persons 
had found jobs with private industry, 
during the past year.

MIAMI, Fla (l—On last Saturday, 
under the hot sun of Miami, Bryan M. 
Grant, Jr., of the Atlanta immorta- 
lized by Bobby Jones and Margaret
